AN ACT to provide for the enforcement of laws in certain cases.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate
and assembly, do enact as follows :

SectioN 1. If any insurance company or associa- Application for
tion shall make application {o change the venue or re- Chaugs of ven-
move any suit or action heretofore commenced or fiowtobe pun-
which sball be hereafter commenced in any court of the
state of Wisconsin, to the United States circuit or dis-
trict court, or to the federal court, contrary to the pro-
visions of any law of the state of Wisconsin, or contra-
ry to any agreement it has made and filed, or may
make and file as provided and required by section num-
ber twenty-two (22) of chapter fifty-six (56) of the gen-
eral laws of Wiszonsin, for the year A, D. 1870, or any
other provision of law now in force in said state, or
may hereafter be enacted therein, it shall be the impera-
tive duty of the secretary of state, or other proper state
officer, to 1evoke and recall avy authority or license or
certificate to such company, to do and transact any busi-
ness in the state of Wisconsin, and no renewal or new
license or certificate shall be granted to such company
for three years alter such revocation, and such company
shall therefore [thereafter] be prohibited from transact-
ing any business in the state of Wisconsin, until again
duly licensed.

or any other law of said state, and an order has netbeen
maude by such state court or the judge thereof, changing
the venue or place of trial to the said Ugpited States or
federal court or courts, unless such company or associ-
ation shall, within sixty days after the passsage and
publication of this act, make and file in such action in
whatever court the same may theu be pending, a stip-
ulation withdrawing such application, and wholry
abandoning the same, the secretary of state, or other
proper state officer, shall recall and revoke any license,
certificate or authority to,such company or association
to do or carry on business in the state of Wisconsin.
Pensltyof re- - And in case sny such company or association shall re-
late. P% fuse or neglect to make and file such stipulation as
above provided, such company or association shall be
prohibited from doing or carrying on business in the
state until again duly licensed as hereinbefore provid-
ed, and no new license or renewal of license or certifi-
cate shall be granted to such company or association
to do or transact any business in the state of Wisccn-
sin for three years next after its neglecting to make and
file such a stipulation.
DO Tiolation of SectiON 8. If any insurance company or associa- -
ment. tion shall make application to remove any case from
the state court into the United States circuit or district
court or federal court, contrary to the provisions of
chapter fifty-six (56) of the general laws of Wisconsin,
for the year A. D. 1870, or any other state law, or con-
trary to any.agreement which such company may have
filed in pursuance of said chapter fifiy-six (56) of the
general laws of Wisconsin for the year A. D. 1870, or
any other law of the state of Wisconsin, it shall be
liable, in addition, to a penalty of not less than one
hundred dollars or more than five hundred dollars, for
each application so made, or for each offense so com-
mitted for making such application, the same to be
recovered by suit in the name of the state of Wiscon- -
sin ; and it shall be the imperative duty of the attor-
ney general of the state of Wisconsin to see and attend
that all of the provisions of said chapter fifty-six (56)
of the general laws of 1870, and the provisions of this
act are duly enforced.
SEcTION 4. This act shall take effect and be in
force from and after its passage and publication.
